As  in  -|n-evious  years,  the  main  causes  of  death  in  the 
district  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  sy&tem,  cancer 
and  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system,  in  that  order. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  coi'onarv  disease  was  55  and 
38  of  these  were  in  males.  As  older  killing  diseases  are  eliminated 
by  prevention  and  cure,  deaths  from  cancer  assume  greater  pro- 
portions. The  increase  is  partly  relative  in  that  more  people  at 
all  ages  are  living  longer  and  into  age  groups  where  cancer  may 
affect  them.

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district.  Cases  of  infectious 
diseases  requir'mg  hos])ital  treatment  are  sent  to  one  of  the  hos- 
pitals controlled  by  the  South-West  Durham  Hospital  Manage- 
ment Committee.

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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION. 


Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus  Immunisation  (Combined  Urban/Kural  District). 

Protection  against  poliomyelitis,  smallpox,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  is  available  from  family  doctors  and 
at  child  welfare  centres. 

Polio  protection  is  available  up  to  the  age  of  40  and  to  cer- 
tain priority  groups  over  that  age.  The  vaccine  may  be  had 
either  by  injection  or  by  mouth. 

Dui’ing  1966  the  immunisation  of  school  entrants  was  con- 
tinued. This  work  was  carried  out  within  the  schools  on  a 
sessional  basis  and  is  reflected  in  the  general  immunisation 
statistics  foP  the  area.

The  state  of  immunisation  in  the  area  is  worked  out 
centrally  in  respect  of  the  number  of  local  births  in  any  year  and 
the  number  of  children  known  to  have  been  ])rotected  by  the  end 
of  the  following  year.  There  are  certain  difficulties  however,  for 
example,  family  doctors  are  not  under  any  obligation  to  notify 
immunised  children  centrally  and  many  children  may  therefore 
be  immunised  without  subsequent  central  notification.  In  this 
area,  where  the  total  number  of  births  is  comparatively  small, 
any  omission  to  notify  immunisation  may  be  reflected 
more  adversely  in  the  final  statistics  compared  with  child  popu- 
lations in  more  heavily  populated  County  Health  Areas. 

Nevertheless,  one  feels  that  there  is  a.  certain  pool  of 
unprotected  children  in  this  area,  particularly  in  respect  of  the 
pre-school  age  groups. 

Parents  forget  or  do  not  know  of  the  ravages  of  diphtheria 
in  the  past.  They  also  forget  that  poliomyelitis  can  still  attack, 
cripple  and  kill  young  children  in  ])articular.  unless  these  child- 
ren are  fully  protected  against  it. 

Reminders  to  parents  about  immunisation  are  many.  The 
County  Council  sends  out  literature  in  respect  of  all  infants.  They 
also  send  out  Birthday  Reminders,  commencing  on  the  child’s 
first  birthday.  'Iliere  are  National  Reminders  from  time  to  time 
in  the  Press,  on  the  Radio  and  on  Television.  When  the  child 
enters  school  the  parents  are  again  given  an  opjiortunity  of 
having  their  child  protected. 

I would  therefore  ap))eal,  through  you,  to  the  parents  of 
all  children,  and  particularly  ]ire-school  children,  not  to  overlook 
reminders  to  take  u]i  free  protection  against  di]ihtheria,  whoop- 
ing cough,  tetanus,  smallpox  and  poliomyelitis.  This  may  be  had 
from  all  family  doctors  or  at  any  Child  Welfare  Centre.  Protec- 
tion against  di))htheria  and  poliomyelitis  is  again  offered  when 
children  first  go  to  school  tliroughout  the  area.  Init  not  always 
accepted. 
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Vaccination. 

During  protection  ag;iiiist  tuberculosis  eoutiuued  to  b© 

offered  in  accordance  \vith  County  Council  policy  to  all  school 
children  aged  11  years  and  over. 

A skin  test  is  carried  out  fi)'st  to  see  whether  or  not  a child 
has  developed  a degree  of  natural  iuinumity.  A negative  reading 
'indicates  the  need  for  ])rotectiou  and  vaccination  is  then  carried 
out.

There  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  tuberculosis  in  the 
flistrict  din-ing  1966.  Three  new  notifications  were  received  but 
only  one  of  these  was  a pulmonary  tuberculosis  carrier  in  a female 
aged  53.  The  other  two  cases  were  also  female  aged  32  and  42 
respectively;  one  was  suffering  from  a kidney  infection  and  the 
other  from  infection  of  the  neck  glands. 
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LOCAL  WELFARE  SERVICES. 


Meals  on  Wheels  Service. 

This  service  continues  to  provide  some  84  people  with  a 
good  meal  twicei  weekly.  The  meals  are  taken  out  from  seven 
different  centres  by  the  W.E.V.S.  and  the  subsidised  cost  to 
recipients  is  one  shilling  per  meal.  This  is  very  good  value 
nutritionally  and  the  recipients,  elderly  and  sometimes  lonely 
people,  look  forward  to  the  W.E.V.S.  visits. 

The  service  is  intended  primarily  to  help  those  who  are 
bedfast,  housebound,  and  so  physically  handicapped  that  they 
are  unable  to  prepare  and  cook  satisfactory  meals  for  themselves.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  TO 
THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


Sir, 


The  year  under  review  indicates  steady  progress  in  the 
sanitary  and  hygiene'  circumstances  of  the'  area. 

Recent  legislation  concerning  Food  Markets,  Stalls  and 
Delivery  Vehicle,  which  became  operative  in  January,  1967,  is 
exceedingly  welcome  and  provides  a much  needed  statutory 
backing  to  effect)  a more  hygienic  control  of  the  sale  and  delivery 
of  food. 

The  year  also  marked  progress  in  the  field  of  public  cleans- 
ing, by  the  Council  resolving  to  adopt  a Municipal  Bin  Scheme 
and  to  extend  the  paper  bag  system  of  household  refuse  storage 
throughout  its  entire  area.  It  was  indeed  unfortunate  that  the 
paper  bag  scheme  could  not  he  implemented  because  of  the 
national  economic  situation,  hut  it  is  to  he  hoped  that  1967  will 
see  progress  with  this  scheme. 

Delivery  was  taken  in  September  of  the  vehicle  for  the 
emptying  of  domestic  septic  tanks  and  this  sendee  was  gradually 
developing  as  the  year  came  to  its  close. 

I again  wish  to  record  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
services  of  my  colleague,  Mr.  Nutter,  and  those  of  Mr.  Hodgson, 
the  Department’s  Administrative  Assistant.

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Piegulnr  samples  of  water  were  sul)in'itt(‘(l  for  analysis  from 
the  various  ))iil)lic  supplies  in  the  area  and  the  results  of  these 
indicate  that  geuei'ally  the  siii)plies  were  of  a high  oi-der  of  purity. 
FjXcei)tious  were  the  supplies  at  Staiuton  and  Newbiggin-in-Tees- 
dale.  At  Staiuton  the  advei’se  re])orts  were  due  to  failure  at 
successful  chlorination,  and  tlie  Water  P)Oard  have  given  this 
tlieir  attention.  It  is  unfortunate,  however,  to  still  have  to 
report  complaints  of  shortage  of  pressure  and  even  entire  failure 
of  supply  to  some  of  the  higher  ])arts.  This  matter  is  under  con- 
sideration by  the  Council  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  their  efforts 
will  result  in  an  early  imja-ovement  being  brought  about. 

Newbiggin-iu-Teesdale  spring  sup])lv  is  still  not  chlortn- 
ated  and  until  this  scheme  is  finalised  and  o])erative  an  improve- 
ment in  the  bacteriological  standard  cannot  be  anticipated. 

Adverse  water  samples  were  obtained  from  the  following 
supplies ; —

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 


Meat  Inspection  Regulations. 

There  was  little  change  in  the  pattern  of  slaughtering 
during  the  year.  Four  slaughterhouses  continued  in  regular  use, 
but  at  one  of  the  premises  no  killings  were  made. 

The  number  of  cattle  killed  showed  a slight  reduction  on 
the  previous  year  but  there  was  a slight  'increase  in  the  overall 
number  of  animals  slaughtered.  One  slaughterhouse  was  again 
used  on  a wholesale  basis,  the  other  three  being  used  only  for 
their  own  pr'ivate  purposes. 

AH'  animals  killed  in  the  licensed  slaughterhouses  were 
inspected. 

Due  to  a reduction  'in  the  number  of  bovine  animals 
slaughtered,  the  revenue  for  the  year  amounted  to  £196  6s.  6d. 
as  against  £218  18s.  Od.  for  1965. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  from  the  followdng  summary  of 
diseases  encountered  in  the  slaughtered  an'imals  that  there  was  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis.  Against 
this  improvement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis 
in  the  slaughtered  pigs  showed  a 3%  increase.  This  is  not  of  any 
real  significance  and  the  lesions  were  only  of  a;  localised  nature.

A total  of  21  licences  were  issued  to  slaughter  and  stun 
aniiuals  in  your  area.  As  in  ])revious  years  a number  of  licence 
holders  wta-e  sini}dy  anxious  to  liold  a current  licence  but  were 
not  acti\ely  engaged  in  slaughtering  practise. 

Shops  and  Cakes. 

Frequent  visits  to  sbo|)s  and  cafes  have  been  maintained 
and  only  minor  items  concerning  hygiene  were  brought  to  the 
management's  notice.  A total  of  216  lbs.  of  unsound  canned 
foods  were  the  subject  of  condemnation  certificates;  these  wer-e 
all  affecting  sho]>  supirlies. 

Ice  Cream. 

A total  of  71  ])remises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream.  One  retail  premise  is  also  registered  for  manufacturing 
purposes  hut  no  ice  cream  was  actually  made  there  by  the  heat 
treatment  process  during  the  year  under  review.  At  week-ends, 
and  during  the  summer  months  only.  ice  cream  Avas 
made,  but  by  the  cold  mix  process. 


MILK  SUPPLIES. 

It  has  been  the  ])ractise  to  leave  raw  milk  sampling  to  the 
County  Health  Ins])ectorate.  This  joint  arrangement  was  made 
to  prevent  the  duplication  of  samides  arriving  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratories.  Unfortunately,  samples  haA-e  not  been 
taken  as  frequently  as  I Avould  have  liked  and  folloAving  a.  meet- 
ing at  County  Hall  early  this  yeai'  it  Avas  agreed  to  try  and  step 
up  the  frequency  of  sampling  so  that  all  raAv  milk  siqiplies  Avoidd 
be  sampled  approximately  once  in  every  four  A\eeks. 

The  total  nuud)er  of  raAv  milk  sanq)les  examined  Avas  6o 
and  one  herd  Avas  found  to  be  producing  milk  affected  bv  the 
organism  of  brucellosis.  In  this  case  the  ])roducer  Avas  also  send- 
ing part  of  his  milk  aAvay  for  ])asteurisation,  and  until  the  herd 
Avas  subsequently  cleared,  all  milk  Avas  A’oluntarily  diverted  for 
heat  treatment.  Subsequent  sanq)les  fi-om  this  supplv  have 
proved  negative. 

In  all,  a total  of  98  saiu|)les  were  suhmitted  for  methvlene 
blue  examination  and  11  of  these  failed.  No  antibiotics  AA-ere 
found  in  46  sami)les  tested  and  26  samples  all  passed  the  phos- 
phat  ase  test. 
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POULTRY  INSPECTION. 


There  are  Iwo  poultry  i)roeessiiip;  premises  within  the 
district  and  at  least  one  visit  to  each  estahlishnient  is  ni.ade 
weekly  tor  the  pnrposei  of  ins])ection  of  the  jjrocessed  birds  and 
in  the  interest  of  general  hygiene.  One  of  tlie  l)usinesses  is 
carried  on  hy  a broiler  breeder  \a1io  processes  400  broiler  chickens 
weekly.  Condemnations  are  small  as  sickly  birds  are  culled  prior 
to  reaching  the  broiler  stage.  The  second  establishment  processes 
apin'oxiinately  300  hens  weekly  and  has  a seasonal  turkey  trade. 
Condemnations  here  are  in  the  region  of  12  lbs.  weight  weekly, 
consisting  mainly  of  oedematons  and  emaciated  hens. 

Both  ]irocessors  have  been  informed  of  the  signs  of  disease- 
in  poultry  and  suspect  birds  are  retained  for  detailed  inspection.

1 am  looking  forward  to  llie  day  wlu'u  the  Council’s  sclienie 
for  conversion  to  the  ]iaper  bag  system  of  domestic  refuse  storage 
can  he  fully  implemented.  Whilst  appreciative  of  minor  resent- 
ment which  will  he  encountered  hy  the  change,  thei'e  is  no  doubt 
that  this  is  a forward  stc))  and  one  which  will  greatly  inp)rove 
tlie  amenity  of  collection  and  the  hygiene  of  storage.  Jt  may  well 
he  that  the  new  scheme  will  cost  more  hut  the  full  benefits  which 
will  he  brought  about  are  impossible  to  assess  on  a cash  basis. 
Certain  savings  can  be  shown,  such  as  reduction  in  man  hours 
and  reduction  in  vehicle  wear  and  teaiy  but  this  still  leaves  many 
ini])rovements  which  it  is  not  possible  to  convert  to  a cash  basis. 
Probably  not  the  least  of  these  is  the  im])i’ovement  in  working 
conditions  of  the  labour  foi’ce.  The  new  system  reduces  ])hysical 
exertion  and  ensures  an  almost  dustless  system  of  loading  which 
must  in  return  reflect  in  the  general  health  of  the  workmen,  as 
well  as  making  their  working  environment  more  amenable. 

The  net  cost  for  scavenging  for  the  financial  year  ending 
81st  March,  1966,  amounted  to  €21,105  12s.  2d.  Of  this  amount 
wages  came  to  €15.592  13s.  5d.= — an  increase  of  €1,104  Os.  9d. 
over  the  ]irevious  year.

The  charge  to  each  trade 
premise  is  based  on  the  scale  of  5d.  per  bin. 

Bulldozer — Rechargeable  Work. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  control  of  refuse  dis])osal  on  the 
several  tips  in  the  area,  the  bulldozer  was  utilised  on  two  occa- 
sions for  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  department  in  levelling 
soil  at  New  Moors  and  Whorlton  Sewage^  Works.  The  machine 
was  on  hire  to-  the  Barnard  Castle  U.D.C.  on  five  occasions  and 
the  total  revenue  for  this  work  was  €69  6s.
